Capt. Thach thinks it’s important to remember that the small,' 
highly maneuverable fighter type airplanes are the only planes that 
can sweep enemy fighters out of the sky. | 

As to the vulnerability of carriers, C apt. Thach emphatically de-' 
clares that no carrier has ever been sunk by bombing from land-based 
aircraft. 

Navy men rebel at the thought of a supreme general staff or a 
supreme military commander that might possibly become a dictator. | 
They stand four-square for civilian control, claiming that “the very} 
existence of our system of government and of the liberties of our) 
citizens depend on a continuance of such control.’ | 


One high-ranking officer expressed the opinion that maintenance} 
of a strong Naval reserve is one of the best ways to insure economical | 
preparedness. But he was also of the opinion that even this part of | 
Naval strength might be seriously impaired. 

While the vocal bombs burst in Washington, Navy people view} 
the future with considerable unrest—if not alarm. For comfort they! 
take refuge in their glorious past. But their eyes are constantly on| 
the horizon. What lies yond it?

Poe s Last Dark

BALTIMORE — (7) — One hun- 
dred years ago this month, Edgar 
Allan Poe died under miserable 
conditions in a Baltimore hospital. 

How he came to such an end, 
no one truly knows. Some of his 
many biographers have offered 
one theory, others another. The 
mpre plain-spoken ones dismiss his 
last days with no more than an 
“I don’t know.” 

The positive record of Poe fades 
on the evening of Sept. 26, 1849, at 
the home of Dr. John Carter, in 
Richmond, Va. It picks up again 
Oct. 3 when he was found in a 
gutter. in Baltimore. Four days 
later he died. 

It is known he planned to take 
an early morning boat to Balti- 
more on Sept. 27, then journey by 
train to Philadelphia to assist a 
Mrs. St. Leon Loud with editing 
her poems. 

But what actually happened in 
those seven days to bring the al- 
ready recognized poet and short 
story writer to such a tragic end 
at the age of 40 can only be 
guessed at, aided by second-hand 
records and hazy verbal accounts 
passed down through the years.

The oppressed peoples of the world do not have it. 

It is your press and your freedom—bound up inseparably 
with freedom of speech and freedom of assembly and free- 
dom of worship—guaranteed to you as your heritage by the 
|forefathers who wrote into the Constitution of the United 
| States Article One of the Bill of Rights. 
| Through it you, the people, can seek and learn the truth 
| as far as it is humanly possible for newspapermen to bring 
| you the truth. Through it you can criticize your government 
'and seek to redress wrongs without the danger of being 
thrown into prison. 
| In the lands beyond the Iron Curtain the people know only 
| what they are told by a government-controlled press, and 
they dare not criticize. 

Dictatorship cannot take criticism. Free speech was never 
tolerated by Fascist Italy or Nazi Germany. Almost the 
first things Mussolini and Hitler did as they began their 
monstrous tyrannies was to suppress the press and burn the 
book of knowledge. The people of Japan dared not criticize 
their Emperor. 

So it is today in Russia and many other parts of the world. 
And so it has been always in dictatorships ever since the 
printing press was invented 500 years ago. 

Even in England, Henry VIII clamped down on the print- 
ed word and controlled the press. And in the colonial days 
of our own New England, early American newspapers were 
permitted to print only what was acceptable to the moral 
ideals of the minority in power. 

It remained for John Peter Zenger, German immigrant 
editor of The New York Weekly Journal, to strike the most 
telling blow for freedom of the press in 1735, with the help 
of Andrew Hamilton, a white-haired Philadelphia attorney. 
| Zenger had dared to criticize in The Journal the tyranni- 
|cal policies of William Cosby, Royal Governor of New York 
/notorious for his cruelty and for dipping his hands in the 
| public treasury. 

Cosby had copies of The Journal publicly burned and 
}clapped Zenger in jail, charged with seditious libel, but 
| Zenger’s wife, Anna, continued to publish the paper. 
| When Zenzer went to trial it was before a packed court 
| that told the jury it could consider only whether Zenzer had 
| printed the statements that had landed him in jail and not 
whether the statements were true. 3 
, The editor had no lawyer, but suddenly there appeared 
| in court the 80-year-old Andrew Hamilton, the Philadelphia 
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| lawyer who designed the now famed Independence Hall. 
| Hamilton defended Zenzer and insisted that the truth of 
|the editor’s published statements was important and that 
he could not be held libel for merely telling the truth. 
| It has been written that Hamilton “swung the hammer 
of fact on the anvil of truth till the sparks of freedom flew.” 
and Zenger was acquitted. | 
From that day on the American press was relatively free 
of government interference. It was free to publish the truth 
and its freedom was guaranteed in 1791 when these words 
| were written into the Bill of Rights: 
| _ “Congress shall make no law ré’pecting an establishment 
of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof: on abridg- 
ing the freedom of speech or of the press; or the right of

Avoid ‘Live’ Cards, Careless Discard 


Extreme caution should be ex- 
ercised in discarding to an op- 
ponent who has reduced his 
hand to a very few cards (and 


having completed a Canasta is 
obviously playing to “go out”) 
“strangers” otherwise known as 
“live” cards should be avoided. 
Any card that has noi hereto- 
fore shown up, may be regarda- 
ed as “live” in that there is 
a greater probability that your 
opponent is seeking such card.

A forceful plot, the antago- 
nists—blindness and shame, a 
wealth of diversified characters, 
and two searching philosophies

of true greatness. But the 
author has tragically lost what 
was his.

If the show clicks with preci- 
sion, the actors give him a pat en 
the back and the critics usually in- 
sert his name in print just before 
they send their story to the presses.

behind the curtain to assume the fizgure of some sort of grem- 
lin who has botched up the whole works. 

Those of us who have attended the first two performances by 
the Penthouse Theater high atop the Ansley Hotel have been 
amiss in giving credit where it was due, and it is with this column 
that we give due credit to one of the guiding influences of the 
sophisticated theater—Gerald Savory, the switchman, or director. 


Gerald Steps Out from Behind Curtain 


Gerald, like most directors, stays behind the scenes except for 
brief appearances in roles typed to his particular personality. In 
“Light Up the Sky,” Gerald played the part of an Englishman. 

That part was quite peculiar to Gerald’s personality because 
he is an Englishman and he is a playwright. The character he 
played also was a playwright. 

Savory obtained most of his theatrical background In the 
theater of England, where he played stock for more than six 
years. 

After appearing on the stage in London, in Australia and in 
Canada, Savory returned to England and wrote the popular com- 
edy, “George and Margaret,” which subsequently was produced 
in London, on Broadway and in Paris. It has since been trans- 
lated into many languages and it has been presented in most major 
cities of the world. 

Savory has contributed several other plays to the legitimate 
theater—“Hand in Glove,” “Quick and the Dead,” a war story 
which has been presented in colleges throughout the nation—and 
he wrote a screen play, “The Girl Was Young,” for Alfred Hitch- 
cock, when the prominent film director was in England. 

He was signed to direct the Penthouse Theater by Don 
Gibson, originator of the Penthouse idea. Gerald had, at 
one time, directed Gibson in a play at Mt. Kisco, N. Y., and 
Gibson recognized his great talents. 

Gerald’s reaction to the arena-theater idea is similar to that 
expressed by Diana Barrymore, John Wilcox and Edward Everett 
Horton, who have headlined casts of the initial two shows: “It’s 
wonderful.” The audience concurs in that, too. 

“IT feel this is the perfect solution to the theatrical dilemma. 
There are only 14 theaters open in New York now, and that means 
work for only a few. 

“With this idea, more theaters can be started throughout 
the country. All that is necessary,’ he said, “is a room large 
enough to seat 400 or 500 people. No scenery or stage is 
necessary. 

Savory said a number of prominent Broadway and film stars 
have been signed for appearances here, but he said their names 
would be announced immediately preceding each show to avoid 
confusion.

by the January Legislature. 


Yesterday, the employees of the Georgia Pub- 
lic Service Commission officially went under the 
State Merit System. This was voted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly at the regular 1949 session. The 
game session also voted to place the employees 
of the State Highway Department, the State 
Patrol and the welfare institutions (Milledgeville 
State Hospital and others) under the Merit Sys 
tem effective Jan. 1, 1950. 

The employees of the Departments of Health, 
Welfare and Labor have long been protected by 
the Merit System 


Incidentally, these three departments have 
shown that the Merit System will work. They 
have withstood the changes of political ad- 
ministrations and their employees have kept 
their jobs without having to play politics. 
They were hired for their efficiency and re- 
tained for their efficiency. Only one charge 
has been made of any political firing.

make an affidavit that the present employee has 
rendered efficient service for the six months pre- 
ceding inauguration of the Merit System. 


Were a department chief inclined to com- 
mit perjury in order to keep a loafer hired 
for patronage purposes, he could freeze such 
undesirable persons on the State job for a 
while.

Mr. Truman Will Run Again 


WASHINGTON—The present session of the Eighty-first Congress 


has already endured for nine pretty macabre months, and the ex- 
Even now, however, 


the political results of the session are fairly clear. They add up to 


a victory for President Truman. 

Nothing could have seemed more unlikely during the early pe- 
riod, when the President and his beleagured congressional leaders 
were always being driven into corners or suffering defeats. But 
the President has the peculiar knack of the wounded knight in the 
old ballad, who declared: 


“T’m hurt but I am na slain, 
I’ll lie me down and bleed awhale, 


Then I'll rise to fight again.” 

~ This habit of obstinate resurrection can be very an- 
Candidate noying, in a political opponent, and the Republican 
leaders must be particularly annoyed, since the President is now 
an exceedingly probable candidate to succeed himself. Among 
those closest to him, there is no longer much shyness on this point. 
It is asserted that until this Summer the odds were at least ten to 
one against Truman considering another run for the Presidency. 
But it is explained that the President has now been encouraged to 


change his mind by what he himself regards as his success in mas- | 


tering the congressional problem. 


This in turn discloses the Truman political strategy. One reason | 


that the President is pleased with the results of the present con- 
gressional session is his conviction that they afford a good platform 


on which to go to the country. The way the President means to go | 


to the country, the kind of appeal he intends to make, may thus be 
discovered by examining what Congress has done. What Congress 


has done may be summarized as follows: 
Risk First, all the really essential measures of administration 
foreign policy have been passed. The President has taken 
the shocking risk of virtually jettisoning bi-partisanship. He (and 
the country) may pay a heavy price for this in future. But 
the road for the great measures of this session, li the Atlantic 
pact, had been smoothed before the session began. Thus this aspect 
of the record is extremely satisfactory. 

Second, just enough has been done on the domestic front to an- 
swer the charge that the President promises everything and ac- 
complishes nothing. With an assist from Sen. Robert A. Taft, the 
housing and minimum wage bills have gone through. By great 
personal efforts by the President, the power lobby’s efforts to cut 
the gizzard out of the Federal power program have been effectively 
frustrated. And congressional approval has been secured at last 
for the two or three appointments the President tossed to his liberal 
supporters, in the manner of a very bored keeper tossing very small 
fish to very sad seals. 

Third, Congress has also administered certain defeats to the 
President, but these are of the sort he likes. The next session, 
with the election coming up, is likely to give much more serious con- 
sideration to the President’s farm program and his proposals for 


aid to education and extension of Social Security benefits. And | 


while Truman seems unlikely to secure the civil rights program or 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley act in 1950, he will not be sorry to con- 
serve these issues for future use. 


Strate In short, the new Truman strategy is a simple modi- 
gy fication of the strategy on which the President went 
to the country in 1948. He can hardly wish to cry out against a 
“do-nothing Congress,” after he and his party have won the last 
election.

HE sojourn of Stephen M. Etnier, the 
New England marine artist, on a prnmi- 
tive island ‘off the coast of Maine was a 

beautiful idyll of happiness and love. Like 
so many dreams come true, however, it could 
not last. 

And, as. was tragically proven recently, 
it could certainly not be repeated. 

In 1933, Etnier and the socially prominent 
Elizabeth Morgan Jay of New York were mar- 
ried. A previous marriage had ended in 
divorce for the young artist, but he and his 
second wife began their married life with 
many advantages. He had his work, they

had a yacht, the Morgana; they had dreams, 
and they had love, 

They found a ramshackle old house on 
an island point called Gilbert Head. The house 
needed everything from plaster to plumbing, 
but the view from the high rock plateau 
took their breath away. For $2,200, the 
K‘tniers bought a home. 

The story of how the weather-beaten old 
house became the center of an idyllic life 
shared by two people in love was told by Mrs. 
Etnier in “On Gilbert Head.” In diary form, 
the book begins with the finding of the house 

They lived on the yacht, at first. Both 
worked all day, all autumn, on their house. 
All equipment had to be ferried over trom 
the mainland, then toted up a steep hill. They 
knocked down plaster, and painted the old dry 
wood, 

Workmen came in, and set about plumbing 
and shingling and well-digging and plastering. 
Whenever the Etniers rested, they could look 
over the dark sapphire water at the little 
neighboring islands, and at the surf breaking 
on Popham Beach. 

There were adventures, too. Once the vacht 
nearly grounded on the rocks. Another time 
a barge, with Etnier and workmen on it, broke 
loose and drifted miles before the Coast Guard 
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brought it in. There were also little revela- 
tions Stephen had to make very sure that 
his wife was in love with him before he con- 
fessed he was paying a carpenter $4.00 a day, 
not $4. He didn’t want to be scolded for ex- 
travagance. 

During the hard Maine winter, they left 
the unfinished house, but came back in the 
spring. Finally they had their home. Eliza- 
beth would spend hours sitting out on the 
steps and dream of many happy summers to 
come, and the possibility of children growing 
up in her happiness, and just remembering. 

One of her favorite memories was the first 
night they spent in their own island home. 
They ate on the boat, and then, with bed- 
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clothes, rowed back. They swept shavings 
away, and mopped the place where the bed 
would go, and then they dragged the box 
spring in. They sat on the steps outside and 
watched the lighthouses for a while before 
going to bed, and they held hands as hard 
as they could. 

The second fall came. They watched their 
summer world change to one of snow and 
ice, and lost their islands in the winter fogs. 
And at night, Elizabeth wrote, Stephen was 
like an octopus, snuggling to keep warm. 
sometimes, finding herself enmeshed in a 
tangle of arms and legs, she'd start giggling 
but Stephen held on tighter and slept on. 

Then came their first child, a daughter 
Stephanie Jay Etnier. Elizabeth finally came 
to the conclusion that she loved Stephanie 
right next to Stephen—although her love for 
Stephen was so much that there would have 
to be something of a gap between him and 
anyone or anything else.

and his baby, and his work. He was sur- 
rounded by love. And closer and closer came 
the time to leave for the winter. They wanted 
to appreciate all the advantages of civiliza- 
tion, so they returned to the city. 

On the last day, that fall, Elizabeth strolled 
through the woods, saying good-by to the 
partridge she flushed, to the field and to the 
hill and even to the cranberry bog. 

“On Gilbert Head” ends with these two 
prophetic sentences: “ ‘Something might hap- 
pen’ is the faint little voice always at the back 
of my mind. Something might happen to 
spoil this perfection.” 

Last year Elizabeth divorced Stephen. The 
grounds were cruel and abusive treatment,

Two months later Etnier, now 45, sought 
another idyll. His interest had turned from 
yachting to aviation. His bride was an airline 
stewardess, Jane Anne Walden Pierce of 
Georgetown, Ohio, instead of a society girl. 
Jane was 24 and blond. 

They started building a house on Basin 
Point, also in Maine. 

Recently, they had a small dinner. Among 

the guests were Dr. Robert P. Tristram Coffin, 
the poet, who had also been a frequent guest 
when Elizabeth was the hostess in the Etnier 
house. There was some mixup when the 
butcher delivered broilers instead of fryers, 
and the third Mrs. Etnier, a _ high-strung 
person, became upset. 
_ After the guests left, the Etniers went 
in the kitchen. The dishes were in the auto- 
matic dishwasher, and a silly argument en- 
sued as to who was to turn the switch. Jane 
suddenly fled from the kitchen. A few min- 
utes later Etnier heard a shot. He dashed 
upstairs. His wife, clad in pink silk pajamas, 
was sprawled on the floor. She died two days 
later, without regaining consciousness. 

Authorities declared themselves satisfied 
that it was suicide. Said Harvey Howard, 
county medical examiner: ‘“‘There’s no mys 
tery about it. 

She shot herself. Reason? Well, just a 
temperamental woman.”

She was Martha Key, a schoolteacher 
in Benton, Ky., 16 years younger than I. She was 
a choir singer in the church of my father, the 
Rev. John Gough, in Benton, We were married 
in September, 1936. 

(Editor's note: Gough's wife told The 
American Weekly, “Galen thought he was ugly 
but to me he, from the start, was the most 
handsome man in the world.’’) 

My ambition to paint has been realized. One 
day | picked up a brush to cover a spot on the 
wall. I kept painting. A seascape resulted. 
Amazed, I did one on canvas, a head of Christ. 
Il finished it as my first oil. It sold for $1,000, 
I have done more than 150 oils. 

It was about the time that I started to paint 
that I also realized for the first time that the 
goal to make my children supermen was an 
obsession that grew out of my ugliness and my 
career as a strong man. When I was being 
kicked around and people were picking on me, | 
decided that if ever I had children I would make 
sure nothing like-that would happen to them. 

I thought if they grew up to be perfect 
physical specimens, no one would ever have oc- 
casion to make fun of them, or shun them. 

At first my wife agreed with me and en- 
couraged me. However, when she saw them 
lonely and with no one to play with because 
they were so much bigger and stronger than all 
the other children their age, she realized I was 
making a mistake. I was defeating my purpose. 

If I had kept on, they might have become 
so abnormally large that people would regard 
them as freakish just as they had me. Thanks 
to my wife, I gave up my foolish plan. Now they 
are leading normal, healthy and happy lives.

The mahogany 
gleamed. Voices were low. At the bottom of the 
Stairs they were met by Six-foot-two Gen. Sam 
Houstompt he n Governor of Tennessee and idol of 
the péople. It was a moment which dogged the 
war-wounded hero the rest of his life. |

It altered the history of the United States. — 

Quietly, that evening, Jan. o4, 1629, tI 
General, 36, and Eliza, 18, were married. Thi 
stayed the night in the Allen plantation home 
in a bend of the Cumberland south of Gallatin. 
Tenn. 

The next day they set out for Nashville on 
horseback. A storm threatened and they stopped 
overnigbt at Locust Grove, the plantation home 
of Robéft Martin, not far from the Tennessee 
capital. 

The following. morning the shadow 
its shape. 

The Governor went outside with the two 
vivacious Martin girls. A soft snow had fallen. 
They were in the midst of a spirited snow battle 
when the bride, Eliza, looked out the window. 

“It seems as if General Houston is getting 
the worst of the snow-balling,’’ Mrs. Martin said 
to Eliza.

IS message of resignation said that he had 

been “overw helmed by sudden calamities’ and 
thought it best to “retire from a position which, 
In the public judgment, I might seem to occupy 
by questionable authority.” He didn’t explain 
anything. 

“Remember,” he said to a friend, “that what- 
ever may be said by the lady or her friends, it is 
no part of the conduct of a gallant or a generous 
man to take up arms against a woman. If my 
character cannot stand the shock, let me lose it.” 

That made the mystery p spar Houston, 
alone in his room in the Nashville Inn, gave out 
no statement to clear it. lutside a mob screa! —_ d 
that he was afraid to show rpms and when 
he did not answer he was publicly denounced as 
a coward. 

No one knew then what he had written to 
Eliza's father before the separation. Years 
passed before a piecemeal story was disclosed, 
indicating that on his wedding night he had sud- 
denly suspected that his bride loved someone 
else 

Afterwards, he said that whatever his feelings 
or opinions may have been in relation to Eliza 
at one period, he was convinced that he was

Eliza, blue-eyed and fair, the pride and joy 
of a family which for years had entertained 
national leaders, hardly glanced at the snow 
fight before she answered. 

“IT wish they would kill him!” she said. She 
had not yet been married 48 hours.

“I wish from the bot- 
tom of my heart they would kill him!” 


MES . MARTIN didn’t tell Sam Houston this. 
They had been friends a long time——since he 
first felk into the habit of dropping in at the Allen 
home on the way to and from sessions of Con- 
gress. She watched the honeynidoners ride away 
later, noting that Eliza apparently was happy 
again. 

In the latter part of the winter, Houston 
began his campaign for re-election. But, in April, 
news came out of Nashville that was more stir- 
ring than any platform oratory.

Word went from town to town. Steamboats 
bore it down the Cumberland River. Fast riders 
posted it over the hills to Washington and New 
York. 


* - Along with the truth ran the ugliest of 


rumors. What had happened on the wedding 
night? What had happened the‘night after, and 
on through the brief honeymoon? All the 
gossips had cruel and varied answers. 

In some way, most of them said, General 
Houston’ was to blame. His young bride had 
been a cloistered, cherished child of an old 
Tennessee family, swept away by the ardor oi a 
forceful, handsome man twice her age. 

He had come to her as a hero, the Gor ernor 
of her state, who had made his way up from a 
lowly beginning—-in fact, a youth spent partly

HE had been only a child when he met her. He 
had behind him both romantic escapades and 


"political achievement. 


The rumors spread. The facts were obscure, 
On the 16th of April, Houston discussed the 
situation with his friend, Col. Willoughby 
Williams. 

“You must explain this sad occurrence to us, 
else you will sacrifice your friends and yourself,” 
Colonel Williams told him. 

“T can make no explanation,” 
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Houston an- 


remote territory, which today is eastern Okla- 
homa, old Chief Oo-loo-te-ka (He Puts the Drums 
Away) greeted him. 

“My wigwam is yours. 
Rest with us.” 

Houston rested there in utter exile. He lived 
as an Indian and took an Indian wife, Tiana 
Rogers, and then he turned to drink. 

“Co-lon-eh,” meaning The Raven, they had 
called him in admiration. As alcohol became his 
master, they gave him a new name. It was 
Oo-tse-tee Ar-dee-tah-skee, meaning Big Drunk.

HAT would have been really the end of most 
men. But Sam Houston’s whole life was 
one of falls and rises. He rose from this. 

He went to Washington in the interest of the 
Indians, and while there, Congressman William 
Stanberry, of Ohio, harshly criticized his part 
in seeking a contract for Indian rations. 

Meeting Stanberry on a Washington avenue 
one night, Houston accosted him. 

“Are you Stanberry?” he demanded of his 
detractor. 

“Yes, sir,’ said the Congressman. 

“Then yoe are a damned rascal!” cried 
Houston, and cracked the Ohioan on the head 
with his heavy walking stick. 

Stanberry, on a plea of “breach of privilege,” 
brought his assailant before the House of Repre- 
sentatives, where Houston’s defense counsel was 
Francis Scott Key, author of “The Star-Spangled 
Banner.” Congress fined him $100, but he was 
elated, nevertheless. 

“IT was dying out,” he said. “Had they taken 
me before a Justice of the Peace, it would have 
killed me.. But they gave me a national tribunal 
for a theatre, and that set me up again.” 

l'rom then on, for a long time, his career was 
one of sizzling brilliance. He went to Texas and,

wrong and had assured her of that. 

“That I have and do love Eliza,” he wrote, 
“none can doubt and that I have ever treated her 
with affection she will admit; that she is the 
only earthly object dear to me, God will bear 
witness... 

“She was cold to me, and I thought she did 
not love me: she owns that such was one cause of 
my unhappiness. You can think how unhappy 
I was to think I was united to a woman who did 
not love me. sy 


HY * loved her, but that did not prevent the sep- 
aration, nor his resignation as Governor, nor 
what he did on April 23, 1829. That day, after 
sitting up most of the night previous burning 
letters, he walked out of the Nashville Inn 
between two friends, with a few others falling in 
silently behind hin He went down the road to 
the steamboat landing. and under an assumed 
name boarded the packet, Red Rover. 

The Allen family was outraged. It knew 
the whole country was whispering and wonder- 
ing. Two of its members, uncles of Eliza, 
climbed aboard the river boat at Clarksville, and 
sought out Houston. 

“Your departure has given rise to a new 
rumor,’ one of them said. “It is reported that 
you've been goaded to madness and exile by 
detecting Eliza in crime. Will you go back and 
refute this or give us a written denial?” 

“No, I will not,’”” Houston answered sharply. 
The ship’s captain stood near by. “But in the 
presence of the Captain, I will authorize you to 
publish a statement in the Nashville papers. You 
may say that if any wretch ever dares to utter 
a word against Mrs. Houston, I will come back 
and write the libel in his heart’s blood!” 

The Allens went ashore with this scant satis- 
faction. The packet moved on, the ultimate 
destination of the ex-Governor unknown, 

He made his way back to the Cherokee In- 
dians who had befriended him in boyhood. In the 
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at the outbreak of the Texan Revolution, or the 
war for Texan independence*, he was elected 
commander-in-chief of the Texan army. 

A crusty old West Pointer called him a “mili- 
tary buffoon,’ but by sheer military genius, he 
lured the Mexican General Santa Anna into a 
trap. Attacking at siesta time, his Texans de- 
stroyed an army almost twice their size and cap- 
tured the Mexican General. It was the battle of 
San Jacinto, April 21, 1836, and it opened the 
way for the westward expansion of the United 
States. 


NCE more, Houston was a national hero. At 

3, he became the first President of the 
Republic of Texas. When Texas was admitted 
to the Union, he was its first Governor, then its 
senator, and again its Governor. 

In those Texas days, he decreed his divorce 
from his long-estranged Eliza, and that at last 
was the severence of the bond which had grown 
strained overnight, so many years before. She 
married a widower and bore several children. 
He married tall, violet-eyed Margaret Lea, 
daughter of a Baptist minister. Even on the 
wedding day he refused to clear up the mystery 
of his separation from his first wife. 

He loved Margaret, then, and he loved Texas, 
but on the outbreak of the Civil War, standing 
for the Union, he gave up the Governorship. 
Although he sent a son to fight for the Con- 
federacy some called him a “hoary-haired old 
traitor.” 

Krom that, he never recovered. He had done, 
as always, what he believed was right. To the 
end, he wouldn't go back on his political prin- 
ciples and he wouldn't fully explain why he and 
the bride of his younger days had parted. 

When he died July 26, 1863, the plain gold 
ring placed on one of his’ fingers by his mother 
when he had been a youth of 20, off to war, was 
removed. Inside was engraved the single word: 
“Honor,”

As long ago as 1819, the game had become so scandalous that the er 
New York State Legislature, after an intensive investigation, branded Prey on the Gullibility 
it as “the medium of fraud and dishonesty.’ 

The Legislature’s report told of a single ‘“‘banker’ who had 60 of Its Followers 
offices scattered through New York-—then a town of about 120,000 a 
persons. In one three-day period, the Legislature reported, he made : 
».51, 000. 

That was crooked money. 

The “banker” paid off on the winning number drawn in a lottery 
in Jersey City. On one of those days, the Legislature reported, the 
banker found that the number 44 had been heavily played. 

A courier was sent across the Hudson River to Jersey City with 
the message: 

“See that 44 isn’t drawn today.” 

The man at the wheel did draw 44. But he palmed it-—-exactly as 
crooked “policy wheel’ operators palm dangerous Winning numbers 
today—-and substituted another number as the “winner.” Thousands 
of bettors were cheated. 

That was 130 years ago. But the numbers game hasn't changed. 
It is still rigged and faked. Then, as now, only the crooks had a 
chance of winning. Yet the game continues to flourish. Apparently 
the suckers like to be cheated. 

The seeds of the racket are 300 years old. It stems from the 
lotteries that once were legal in America. The first of which there is 
any record was held in 1655 by the Dutch rulers of New York, then 
called New Amsterdam, 

One-third of the receipts were to go to the 
relief of the poor and the sick. And the winning 
number was determined by the total sale- of 
Bibles in New Amsterdam over a stated period, 

In 1758, the Rev. Samuel Seabury, great- 
great-great-grandfather of New York's crusading 
Judge Samuel Seabury, won 500 pounds in the 
Lighthouse Public Lottery, and wrote in his 
diary: 

“T'now record to my posterity my thanks and 
praise: t6 Almighty God, the giver of all good 
gifts.” 

One of the earliest acts of the new United 
States Congress was the authorization of lot- 
teries to provide funds for-+schools, highways 
and other projects. By 1800, however, the lot- 
teries had fallen into public disfavor—-and most 
of the lottery laws were abolished. 

The lotteries fell into the hands of profes- 
sional gamblers and others living on the fringes 
of the law. By 1818 even the name “lottery” 
had given way to “policy” or “the numbers.” 
Reports of fixes and fakes were common. Fights 
and riots followed, and crusading groups launched 
attacks on the racket—as they have done peri- 
odically ever since. 

Dutch Schultz didn’t bring anything new to 
the game—except his unusual, perverted ability 
for organization. And even there, others had 
shown the way for a hundred years. As long 
ago as 1833, New England-born Reuben Parsons, 
known as the “Faro King” of New Orleans, took 
over the racket in New York, operated 320 
policy shops——and netted himself a profit of 
$12,000 a day. 

But every gambler, they say; is a sucker for 
the other man’s game. Parsons began plunging 
in the stock market-—made a fortune lost it—

and died a poor man in 1875.

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profits would have been enormous. But Dutch 
Schultz saw no “percentage” in that. 

A key figure in his operation was a jovial, 
rotund calculating wizard, Carl Berman, whose 
magic work with figures won him the name of 
‘Abba Dabba.” It was Abba Dabba’s job, each 
day, to make a lightning tabulation of all the 
thousands of numbers on which the suckers had 
bet, and to determine which numbers had been 
plaved most heavily. 

Those numbers could not, under any circum- 
stances, be allowed to win. 

The winning number each day comprised 
three digits, computed from the total betting 
odds on the pari mutuel machines at such race

tracks as the Coney Island at Cincinnati, Tropical 
Park and the Fair Grounds at New Orleans. 
Presumably, those figures were beyond control. 

But Abba Dabba had a system. He visited 
the tracks, and corrupted employes working on 
the compilation of odds. The numbers that the 
racket didn’t want to win—the numbers the 
suckers had backed most heavily-—would be 
communicated to the track. 


USTOMARILY, the “winning number” con- 

sisted of one digit from the total mutuel odds 
on the first three races, one digit from the total 
odds of the next two, and one from the total 
odds on the last two. 

A slight manipulation—-perhaps a last-minute 
bet--would alter one of those digits. ? 

With his “‘system,’’ Abba Dabba more than 
earned his salary——reputed to have been $10,000 
a week 

It was not necessary, of course, to fake the 
winning number every day. More often than not, 
the laws of chance would bring up three digits 
which had not been heavily played, and an 
“honest” number could be allowed to win, 

It was a profitable system—-for the crooks 
as long as it lasted. It lasted, for Dutch Schultz, 
until Oct. 23, 1935. 

A few minutes before midnight he was sitting 
with Abba Dabba and two of his gunmen in 
a Newark, N. J., bar and grill, when assassins 
entered and killed all four. On a table before 
them were strips of paper from an adding 
machine, containing three totals—$313,711.99; 
$236,295.95, and $148,369.39. The figures, police 
said, represented calculations of profits from 
the numbers racket. 

Dutch Schultz was gone—-but the numbers 
racket went on. In the face of 130 years of 
fraud, suckers still thought they could win. 

Millions of men, women and children still 
turned to the stars, to “mystics,” to dreams—to 
every form of gullible superstitution—in their 
search for a lucky number. 

In that search, they supported a_ second 
vast parasitic industry on the fringes of the 
numbers racket—-an industry whose most profit- 
able property was the “Dream . Book,” the 
sucker’s final “authority.” 

ltundreds of thousands of the “‘Dream Books” 
are sold in every major city each year, under 
such enticing titles as “The Three Witches,” a 
book particularly popular in Chicago. 

If a sucker dreams of a jail, the “Dream 
Book” tells him the number he should play. An- 
other number is indicated for a dream of moun- 
tains, of lakes, of city streets. Number 437 was 
known to the initiated as the “Kiss Road,” for 
that was the number, the book said, to bet after 
dreaming of a kiss. 


DDICTS carried their books with them wher- 

ever they went-——even to shop or office. Men 
and women—even children in school-—studied 
them constantly. Office girls compared notes 
across their desks. 

In plants and offices throughout the country, 
employes acted as agents for the racket, taking 
the nickel, dime and quarter bets of their fellow 
workers. [legal income of these agents, it has 
been estimated, ranged from 50 to 1,500 per cent 
of their wages. Those agents, in turn, passed 
the bets on to collectors who called at the plants. 

The gullibility of the suckers reached fan- 
tastic heights. Some addicts, before lying down 
to dream, placed a candle in each of the four 
corners of the room. Special candles were on 
sale—-some with incense, others in_ special 
“lucky” colors. There was even a special oil, 
on sale in Chicago and other cities, with which 
the sucker might anoint himself before dream- 
ing. 

There are times, of course, when one of the 
occasional “honest"’ games takes a terrific beat- 
ing. It happened once in Detroit, when the num- 
ber 803 came up. Hundreds of bettors had 
played it. 

A little checking showed the reason. Number 
803 was the number of a “lucky” hymn sung 
in a Detroit church on the previous day. 

It’s things like that, the hoodlums say, that 
drive an “honest’’ racketeer crooked. They just 
can’t afford to let the suckers win.

To the abrupt questions 
of her visitors regarding Mrs. Thomas’ first 
name, she replied emphatically: “Why, certainly 
her name is Julia—and it has been for the 40 
years I've known her.. We were girls together.”

“We've always known her as Kate Webster,” he 
insisted, “and she’s not more than 30.”

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When they questioned young Robert Porter, 
he recalled that when he carried it “something 
folled around inside like a melon,” 

Furthermore, Robert declared that later that 
very night, after he'd seen Kate home, part of 
his assistance to her was the removal of a 
wooden chest from 2 Vine Cottages to the mid- 
dle of the Barnes Bridge. 

“When we got there,” Robert continued, 
“Kate told me to go back to the house and wait 
for her. She said she was to meet a man who 
was going to take the chest. I started back, 
but when I got to the end of the bridge I sat 
down to rest. After a few minutes, I heard a 
splash, and then Kate came strolling along.”

OBERT was shown the chest which had been 

recovered from the Thames, just below the 
bridge, the day following this incident. Unhesi- 
tatingly identified it as the same, The conclusion 
was obvious. Mrs. Thomas was dead and de- 
capitated and Kate Webster had murdered her. 

Further investigation developed that the 
crime probably had been committed on Sunday, 
March 2. Mrs. Thomas attended the church in 
Richmond that night and talked with a fellow 
worshiper, to whom she complained about her 
maid's violent truculence. This was the last 
seen of Mrs. Thomas alive. 

When Inspectors Dowdell and Jones examined 
the house at Vine Cottages, they found blood-

stains which led them to believe that Kate had 
killed her mistress on the second floor and thén 
removed the body to the kitchen for the grue- 
some job of packing. While at the house, the 
officers pursued the matter of Miss Ives’ talk 
with Kate at the time of the furniture removal. 

‘I saw the van,” the landlady told them 
‘and since I'd had no word from Mrs, Thomas 
about moving, I went over to find out what Was 

Kate said she didn’t know where her 
mistress was, but had been instructed to put 
the furniture in storage. I was annoyed because 
Il hadn't received my March rent.” 

It was clear, then, that Kate, fearing Miss 
Ives might raise an alarm, had taken immedi- 
ate flight. But her four-day start proved to ‘be 
only a temporary disadvantage to the authori- 
ties, who discovered she had a long record. 

k'rom official files, it was learned that Kate 
had been in and out of prison a half dozen times 
on various larceny charges since her teens, and, 
more important, that she hailed, not from Scot- 
land. as shed told the Porters, but from Kil- 
rane, County Wexford, Lreland. 

As part of the hue and cry which went up 
for the fugitive, Scotland Yard alerted the Irish 
Constabulary, who, on March 28, arrested Kate 
at her uncle’s farm, near Kilrane. 

“Am I the only one charged with murder,” 
she demanded to know, and when told she was, 
she began an accusatory diatribe against Church, 
which she was still spouting when brought back 
to a London jail. 

The pub owner, she claimed, had been her 
lover for seven years, and repeatedly had visited 
her at Mrs. Thomas’. 

On the Sunday evening of the murder, she 
went on, Church was in the house when Mrs. 
Thomas returned from divine. service. ge 
stepped out for a few minutes,” Kate concluded, 
“and when I got back, he'd killed her. Said he 
did it to get her furniture,”

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Tove: taken into custody, Church promptly 
proved Kate’s story a tissue of lies. As for 
the night of the murder, he'd set down the min- 
utes of a meeting, held at his home, of the 
Hammersmith sick-and-burial society. 

Then Kate shifted her ground and accused 
Henry Porter of having been the perpetrator. 


But by now the authorities recognized that her 


accusations were fantastic, and merely the de- 
vices of a desperate woman attempting to save 
herself from the vgallows. i 

Kate, however, was not to escape this fate. 
In early July, 1879, after a trial at the Old 
Bailey, she was found guilty and sentenced to 
die. On the night of July 28, the eve of her 
execution, she confessed that she and she alone 
had killed Mrs. Thomas. 

“Upon the mistress’ return from church,” 
She acknowledged, “she went upstairs. I went 
after her and we quarreled. I threw her from 
the top of the stairs to the ground floor. I lost 
all control of myself, caught her by the throat, 
and in the struggle she was choked. I cannot 
now recollect why I did it. Something seemed 
to seize me at the time.”
